Rev. Thaddena Hegn, of the 8w»«d 
Heart parish of Trenton, N. J., who has 
been urging the younger meuiljers of his 
church to marry early, finds many returns 
to his preadlittga. Engagements are 
beinc anoonncod rapidly. Father Ho- 
gan'a advice is to awrry early la life, 
thereby shunning evil aaao d s t es, thus 
saving esmings, no matter how small 
thoy may be, remaining at home with 
one's family instead of walking the streeU 
and placing one's self in full view of the 
temptations of the evil world. 

"The qoeatiott of salary," said the 
priest, should be no bar against this step 
A young man earning $10 a week ann 
upward could kc^ a wife just as well as 
he can pay |5 a week Cor board and attend 
the opera every night and take in all 
sorts of amusements. Tba young girls 
should take this advka home to them- 
selves, too. They are as responsible as 
the young men. They will not marry a 
young man nowadays unless he is earn- 
ing a large salary, so they can dress in 
silks and satins and make a grer t show- 
ing on the streets. If thhi step is not 
taken early in life the young man forever 
abandons the Idea at marrying after he 
has psssed the twenty-five-year taatk." 

Father Hogan haa been preaching thus 
for a long time, but not nntU raoentiy did 
he insist on the matter being considered 
seriously.

ST PBTBTS CHAIR. 

The actual material chair of St Peter 
ia now venerated in his basilica in Rome 
and enshrined in the splendid hron/.e 
throne supported by colassal figures of 
four doctors of the church, Sts. Ambrose, 
Augustine, Atbanasius and Chrosostom, 
the whole weighing 210,000 Roman 
pounds. The actual seat is a simple oak 
choir, which only in the ninth century 
was adorned in front with ivory plates. 
Until the time of Alexander VIIT. the 
podtlon of the relic frequently changed. 
In the oldest chtJSi of St. Peter, built by 
Constantino between S20 and 360, the 
chair had a place of honor at one of the 
sides in the baptismal chapel erected by 
Pope Damasus. In those days the Roman 
Pontiffs use<1 to seat themselves upon this 
chair in order to administer confirmatioa 
to the neophytea just bt^tiaed. In ihe 
eighth century oontemporaiy pictures 
reprcaented the chair as kept in the ora- 
tory of St heo. ArebaeologisU like De 
Rossi and Msruccbi have proved the ex- 
isit'iice of this venerable relic as far back 
as the second centtuy. Even at that 
time it was lix>ke<l ujxjn with tin- highest 
veneration as a material proof of the 
apostolic succession. In the sixth cen- 
tury the Abbot John is recorded as hav- 
ing carried some of the oil from the lamp 
ever burning before the apostolic throne 
to the I/mbard . Qatut Theodolinda.

Cardinal-elect Martinelli Tuesilay even- 
ing received from the hands of a member 
ofdwI^Onord of Pope Leo XIII.. 

Coast Stanislsus Colsdcchi, who has 
jnst arrived from Rome, the consistorial 
letter ftemelly advising him of his eleva- 
tion to the Cairdinalate and the red snch- 
ctta, emblematic of that high office. 
The ceremony, which was brief snd 
simple, (H-currcd at the Papal legation in 
the presence of a number of church 
dignitaries. Count Colacicchi woif his 
full uniform, including a massive helmet 
and a sweeping white cloak heavily 
braided with gold, falling to his feet. 

The Cardinal-elect was attired in the 
rich silken robes of an Archbishop. He 
wss attended by Monsignor Consty, rector 
-3f-«He Catholic Unharsity, also in his 
.silken vesftttects. while In a drdc before 
the uroup were "YMlsed the compeny 
invited to witness the cerert'.QHy.., . 

Putting a.side his cloak, Count ColnciC- 
chi saluting the Cardinal-elect, handed 
him a letter, which was read aloud, and 
proved to he the credentials of the ofiBdsl 
messenger. Then s second letter was 
banded to the Cardinal-elect, who ren 
through it and handed it to Bishop Kei- 
ley, of Savannah, to be read. It was as 
follows: 

From the Secretary of State, Rome, 
April 15, 1901. To Mnnsii;ni)r Sebastian 
Martinelli; In the sicrul coiisisioiy <if 
this morning His Holiness desi>;iied to 
elevate to the sublime dignity of the 
Cardinalate Monsignoi Sebastian Martin- 
elli. This gracious and sovereign favor 
is hrfM^^t tn tht woti rt y^ r tinir*TtyTT 
for your knowledge and gnidaace. 

M. CAaouTAt, RaM»ou.a. 
When the letter hod been reed Coant 
Colacicchi opened a small red morocco 
case and took therefrom a red silken 
zuchetta or Cardinal's skull cap. Dr. 
Conaty removed the purple £ap from the 
head of Monsignor Martinelli and the 
latter placed the red cap of high office in 
iUstead. 

Count Colacicchi, in addreming the 
Cardinal, referred to the long and emi- 
nent senricsa of Monsignor Martinelli, 
bis nnfeiling devodon to die dinrch and 
to the Supreme Tontiff and expressed the 
hope that the blessing of long life would 
be given the Cardinal. 

Cardinal Martinelli spoke briefly. He 
referred to the illustrious house from 
which Count Colacicchi descended. So 
far as be himself knew the favor which 
the Sovereign Pontiff had deigned to 
show him was not due to the humble 
services he bad been able to perform but 
to the gradonanea* of the Pontiff himself, 
and OS in the past he had always sought 
to promote the interests of the Pontiff 
and of religion, so with the help of God 
he would continue those lal>ors. 

A dinner given by the Cardinal to his 
guests closed the day's ceremonies. The 
taking of the oath by the new Cardinal 
will not take place till next week. 

Cardinal Martinelli was administered 
the oath for his new office Thursday at 
the Papal iS^pttioo in Washington, when 
be also subscribed his signature to the 
papers that will be forwarded to Rome.

There are bad, very bad women, 
wicked, dcRraded, cruel, a menace, 
nuisance, curse to a community. 
Indeed the vilest creature is a 
degraded woman — about the only 
being that utterly loses all self- 
respect. Still she is a woman, and 
as such should be req^ected by all 
claiming decency. Respect for wo- 
man is the basis of morality, and 
however pretentions it may be there 
is no real morality that lacks reflect 
for woman. We are aware there 
nr-- those who distinguish between 
a lady and a woman, but there is 
no real difference as to respect, and 
he who has tjot respect for woman 
has but a .sham respect for the lady. 
Christian dvilizatkm is most at 
^'ariance with pagan barbarism in 
|t it teaches and requires respect 
woman, however ignorant, 
ricked, degraded she may be— she 
I a woman, and morality demands 
she be respected as such. 

the law must restrain and punish

We can not but condemn the 
stripping and whipping in public of 
two women in SufE6lk. Va.. tast 
week, iliey were, no doubt, 
degraded wretches, of whom the 
community should be rid; their 
presence, as well as conduct, a 
menace to the morals of the city; 
but there was no occasion for the 
shockingly indecent spectacle •of 
stripping and whipping them in 
public. Such vulgar brutality will 
not prove conducive of morals. A 
man may be stripped and whipped 
in public with a beneficial effect to 
the public, as well as a humiliation 
to him and a deterrent to other 
vicious characters; but not a wo- 
man, eqwdally one of that char- 
acter. She has lost all sense of 
humiliation. Women of her kind 
may feel embittered, but not 
detarMd frod evil, and the effect 
on the community is best illustrated 
among the savages where such 
beastly scenes are common, and 
where morality ia, of course, un- 
known. 

There can be no defense of *rrie 
SuSol\c ^Vjl)U:fl^/t^^n this age. It 
was revoltingly immoral, even 
though done in the name of mor- 
ality. Suffolk may get rid of an 
undesirable dass, but it will not 
gain in morala and4ecency by audi 
barbarous metho<1s of suppressing 
immortality, which make a vulgar 
and degrading exhibition of woman, 
by stripping and whipping her in 
public. If those women deserved 
whipping decency demands that it 
should have been administered in 
private^. ■ 

WHAT WILL BNQLAND 00? 

Russia and France have packed 
the cards again in the Chinese game. 
Kngland is particularly anxious that 
no power obtain territory, aad per- 
sisted till all agreed Aey would not 
accept territory in satisfaction for 
damages. Then they began fixing 
a value on thebr daima. The United 
States urged that the amount be 
within the possibility of China to 
pay and that she be given time to 
pay. This was not agreeable and 
the United SUtes virtually with- 
drew, and the powers have pre- 
sented their bills of damages, ag- 
gregating $600,000,000. China is 
given the alternative of accepting 
the ultimatum, and seems willing, 
but how is she to pay such a sum? 

There is the rub. and while the 
Ministers are cogitating on a plan 
to enable China to pay them Russia 
makes a propoaition to loan China 
the money and take the Province of 
Man^Oiria W collateral till the 
monef-Ms repaid by China. Of 
course' France is to loan Ruada the 
money. It is the same game by 
which Russia came to the financial 
aid of China after her defeat by 
Japan, by which Rusda secured 
two southern seaports as outlets for 
her Siberian railroads, harbors and 
her fleet and supply bases for her 
army. But Russia will diereby 
secure Manchuria, extend her rail- 
roads, add harbors and establish 
military posts, and with France be 
master in the Bast; the result which 
England has sought so earnestly to 
prevent, and has had the quassi co- 
operation of Germany. 

Of course, England will protest, 
but Germany! Well, it is the 
problem what Germany will do. 
Germany wanta money, indeed needs 
it, and if Russia's propodtion is ac- 
cepted will get it. Germany also is 
desirons of railroad, port and trade 
concesskms in China, and Russia 
may grant these if she gets Man- 
churia, and Germany has shown a 
willingness to leave Kngland to sink 
alone rather than sink with her. 



BngUnd needs money badly, is 
seekbg to borrow evefywhere, and 

her bonds are already below par, 
though she would doubtless risk all 
rather than permit Russian and 
French supremacy in the Bast. 

But if Russia insists, and she 
usually is in earnest in such mat- 
ters, and China is willing to accept 
the only meana of paying off her 
many creditors, what right have 
the other powers to object to China 
securing the money by giving a 
mortgage on her territory? This 
raises an international i: sue, and 
nations sometimes fight over less. 
If China daima the right to do this, 
on What ground can it be denied? 
Outside of right there is only one 
force — war. But it will take money, 
and lots of it. to go into such a war. 
Kngland is bankrupt, Germany has 
none to spare and is borrowing to 
cover up deficits; the United States 
will not be in it. Of the others 
France holds the money bags, is 
willing to loan to Russia and Rus- 
sia will finance China. So there 
you are. Rtiada and Prance are 
likely to settle the Chinese muddle; 
decidedly not as Kngland wants it 
settled, but settle it.

There were only five otlier 
j passengers in it, altlioiiKli the rest of the 
i train was crowded two men in the seat 
just back of me and two ladies with 
a boy in the rear seats. 

Aa we nubed onward, in\»a by li.e 
daaaorooa looouotive, paat fM and vil- 
lage and town, paat nwadow .^ad aionnt- 
ain, paat orebud and fonat, onA from 
one bide to the other of a tnrbnleat mill- 
stream, my mind withdrew from the out- 
side world to jKindt-r the mystery of life 
and to marvel at the test to which our 
faith is often put when we pray and pray 
for what seems to be a necessary grace, 
yet apparently get no answer. 

Singularly enough, as a coincidence, 
just as my thoughts reached that per- 
plexity, one of mjr neigbtxira wbo had 
been listening. «hh Uttla to aajr bimaelf, 
to bia more tallutiv* companion, said in 
a fairly tow but clear and penetrating 
tone, and as if in reply to some state- 
ment that bad been made hy the other: 

"Well, I never did. Never I I don't 
remeuiber ever getting anytbiug imme- 
diately as a direct reaponse to prayer." 

"Obi" ttaougbt I to mjwM, "I'm not 
tba only one tbat'a triad, and ba'a worse 
off than I am, for I certainly baw re> 
ceived from above light and grace and 
guidance in answer to appeals."

When I was 
just about desperate my good wife, 
to whom God has j;iveii the 
faith since our marriajje, siigxesleil 
that we make together a novetia to the 
Sacred Heart for work. I'm not given 
to piety by inclination, )>ut I couldn't 
refuse her since the novena would any 
way comfort her, even though it brought 
no other good.

"We began the novena hoping by a 
resolute act of the will against the doubt 
and darkness and despair tbat encom- 
passed us. We prayed fervently and 
strove fb cheer each other up. 

"On tbe fbird day a yooas woman, 
who waa then a comparative atranger to 
us, but who is now'S cherished friend, 
came unexpectedly to my wife and vol- 
unteere<l the loan of fifty dollars that she 
had saved up. saying that she knew tha 
I was out of work, and that she would be 
pleased if we would use the money. 

"It seemed to me like a grxlsend 
dropped straight from tbe heavens. 

"But what waa tbat to our need? I 
handed it all over to tbe lan^lonl, who 
was tbraatening to put na out, for I 
thonglit that it waa bast to keep a shelter 
over our beads though we bsd to go 
hungry. 

"Well, the novena went on day after 
day, but the liist .uiswer seemed to be 
the only one tii it nm- were to receive — I 
couldn't get an> Oiri^' to do at any kind 
of employment and the grocers were dun- 
niag na with their billa. The outlook 
waa eartaioly diaoooiaging. 

"The laat day cT thcaiaacaaie. We 
both felt low-apbited, but we went to 
holy communloa tugether and aaid the 
final prayers. 

" 'Don't lose hope,' pleaded my wife, 
"we may yet get aonaddag f n a di^ or

"Shortly after breakfast I atntad OOt 
as usual to look for a Job, bat went by 
the church to pay a visit to the 
Sacrament in tbulugiving for my 
munion. 

"While I waa kaeeUng in a pew near 
the door, with my fhoe hid in my taanda 
and my heart in the tabernacle pleading 

for my suffering children, a gentleman 
toucheil nie on the arm and I looked up.

Another was from the tobacco workers, 
wbo have s grievance against several in- 
dependent factoriea because of their re- 
fusal to sign tbe agreement fixing wage 
scale and rs|tdaUng factory rules. The 
position of tbe tobacco workers was in- 
dorsed and the matter referred to the 
joint Arliitration and Crievance Commit- 
tees.
